Dix, wlo w as r e tur n ­ 
ed from n o rth ern Minnesota late In 
Sep tember, w as tried diring the p re s­ 
ent term of court on a L arg e of t a k­ 
ing Indecent liberties with m inor chil­ 
dren a n d found not guilty^ by a Jury. 
H e w as im m ediately tearrested 
by 
Sheriff 
Schoenholz 
od a w a rra n t 
charging p rison breach. 
A p relim in­ 
ary hearing on th e last charge was 
started before Justice Gar.non Tuesday 
afternoon and the case taken under 
advisem ent. 
A ttorneys Sherwood D ix­ 
on a n d Lloyd Seriven ap p earing for 
y l>ix raised tw o questions in his de­ 
fense; lirst th a t the sheriff of Lee 
county had no authorized w a rra n t or 
m ittim us to hold Dix in the county 
jail and th at therefore his imp rison - 
m en w as illegal; the second defense be­ 
ing that he w as not in the jail build­ 
ing, when the breach was said to have 
been committed. 
The evidence p resented a t the p r e ­ 
liminary, 
showed 
th a t. 
Dixn 
was 
W'orking in a tent in the rear of the 
jail, w here he w as engaged in bur n ­ 
ing the p aint oil ot o n e n if oCn,. 
hoiz's automobile, p rep arato ry to r e ­ 
p ainting it. 
The ease is p eculiar in some r e ­ 
sp ects, Sheriff 
Schoenholz 
testifying 
th a t he had no m ittim us w hich would 
w a rran t I)ix being Incarcerated in the 
county jail, and the records of Justice 
G annon, show ing th a t a m ittim us had 
been issued. 
In his decision, Justice 
G annon refers to th is 
p hase 
of 
the 
ease as follows: 
Wher» Ls the Mittimus/ 
“On this p oint th e re is a sh a rp co n ­ 
flict of evidence. 
T h e Sheriff stated 
th at he did not kn o w w hether or not 
he ever received a m ittim us and also 
lits 
dep uties, 
Phillip s 
and 
Gaffney, 
testified th at they never a t « any time 
.saw a m ittim us. 
Now, where is the 
m ittim us? 
“ If F r a n k A 
Schoenholz, sheriff of 
said county, did not have a m ittim us, 
then the defendant, F red C. Dix, was 
not in legal custody arid could not be 
guilty of either p rison breach or e s ­ 
cap e. 
F n d e r the evidence in this case, 
th e court is of the op inion that a m it­ 
tim us was Issued a n d delivered and 
icached this conclusion because of the 
fact th a t the Sheriff states th at he 
did not know w h eth er or not a m it­ 
tim us had been delivered to him and 
If one had been delivered to him, it 
never was brought to his notice. This 
testim ony of the .Sheriff leaves the 
question op en as to the m ittim us, and 
it is just a s p lausible to say th at the 
m ittim us was mislaid or lost as it is 
|o say, under this evidence, th a t no 
m ittim us was ever delivered. 
The evi­ 
dence of the record show ing that a 
m ittim us was issued an d delivered is 
p ositive evidence ag ain st the doubtful 
evidence 
of

The op inion concluded by saying "it 
Is therefore considered by the court 
th at the defendant be discharged and 
this action dismissed.”
